Bridge; That the Peafarts fell upon thcfe 
who were already pafs'd over, kili'd 80 and 
took 30 of them P.ifuners; And that a Party 
of Huffars coming upon them ar the fame 
time, cut off fome more, and drove the 
reft into the River, where they were 
drowned.
